The local forest district had a 
bad scare esday when a heavy 
brush fire that for a time threat- 
ened the entire Monrovia water- 
shed broke, out at the foot of the 
mountains about a mile and a half 
northeast of Monrovia. 

The fire is reported to have start- 
ed near the site for the new town 
and country club of. Monrovia 
where laborers were engaged in 
burning off the brush. The flames 
got out of control, licked up the 
dry underbrush and began to roar 
up the mountainside. In ten min- 
utes the canyon in which the fire 

was a blazing furnace with 
only a thin firebreak between it 
and a whole mountain of bone-. 
dry brush and timber. 

A general alarm was sounded 
and the Monrovia fire depart- 
ment, together with 150 men and 
boys, were rushed to the scene of 
the fire. As great billows of smoke 
hung ominously over the Gem City, 
City Marshal Boyee sent out a 
call for heip to Arcadia, Sierra 
Madre, Pasadena and other foot- 
hill cities. 


HUNDREDS FIGHT BLAZE 

District Forest Superintendent 
Sloan at Pasadena together with 
a half-dozen forest rangers an- 
swered the summons for help and 
took charge of the fire fighting 
along with City Fire Marshal 
Stevens and Marshal A. M. Udell.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 25.—The 
amateur-rule interpretation of the 
United States Lawn Tennis Asso- 
elation which forbids players from 
writing tennis articles fur pay is 
now Officially passed and will go 
into effect January 1, 1925. 

I was not present at the annual 
meeting at the time the new rule 
was adopted, but I had had the 
opportunity to discuss the rule with 
its originator and chief sponsor, 
George T. Adee, chairman of the 
amateur-rule committee. No one 
who has listened to Adee speak 
on the rule or has discussed it with 
him can question his sincerity and 
honest belief in its necessity. He 
is heart and soul behind the meas- 
ure, which he believes will curb a 
serious abuse. 

Frankly, I cannot see the need 
for the rule any more now than I 
could before its adoption, yet my 
views are possibly colored by per- 
sonal interest. Who can teil? 

It is not that I am worrying 
about its effect on me, for my po- 
sition is clear and defined. r. 
Adee, as chairman of the amateur- 
rule committee, knows officially 
on what my case stands. I be- 
lieve that such a ruling will work 
injury to the game. This injury 
will result from the loss of the 
articles by authorities on the game 
articles which have done, and 
are doing, so much to stimulate 
public interest and increase public 
knowledge. This is partially true 
in New York, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, Chicago and the other great 
cities where the leading stars are 
seen in action.

California was urged yesterday by County Forester Flintham, who said 
the suburban and mountain districts were facing a situation approach- 
ing a crisis due to the lack of rain. '

Mr. Flintham emphasized par- 
ticularly the fire menace arising 
from the dry, parched condition 
of the undergrowth in the foot- 
hills and coast ranges. He said 
that the county forestly depart- 
ment had forsaken this year its 
plan to revegetate large areas of 
mountainous country devastated 
last summer and fall by forest and 
brush fires. 

The project was abandoned, ac- 
to Mr. Flintham, because 
of the dry condition of the soll 
and the fact that the trees prob- 
ably would die soon after planting. 

Deputies of Mr. Flintham have 
reported to him that the streams 
in the outlying districts are run- 
ning low, due to the lack of show 
and rain in the mountains. r. 
Fiintham construed this report 
one of major importance. 

One of the less important de- 


velopments that perhaps will re- 
sult from the situation, according 
to Mr. Funtham, is that the low 
flow of water in the mountain 
streams will probably spell doom 
to the sport of the angler during 
the coming trout season. 

Stock growers: also are faced 
with the necessity of buying and 
having shipped in food for cattle 
and sheep, Mr. Flintham said.

Gas Supply Less 

For the first time since the large 
fields of the Los Angeles Basin sent. 
the casing-head gasoline supply to 
unprecedented heights, a substan- 
tial decrease in the monthly pro- 
duction of casing-head gasoline in 
Southern California was recorded 
during January, according to V. W. 
Killick, statistician of the Inde- 
pandent Petroleum Marketers’ As- 
sociation. The mark for Decem- 
ber was the peak point with 17,- 
416415 gallons, according to Mr. 
Killick’s figures, and for January 
it was 16,211,170 gallons, a de- 
crease of 1,205,245 gallons. 

This decrease is the more signifi- 
cant, according to Mr. Killick, inas- 
much as the high-volatile qualities 
of Los Angeles Basin casing-head 
gasoline makes it necessary to 
blend it with three or four times 
its bulk of distillate and other low- 
grade products, and thus the de- 
crease actually means a difference 
of four or five million lons in 
the actual gasoline supply.

head gasoline production as a bet- 
‘er index of the total gasoline sup- 
ply than the production of crude 
oil under present conditions,” Mr. 
Killick declares. Before the high 


caused the installation of the scores 
of casing-head absorption plants 
now in existence the proportion of 
gasoline extracted per barrel of 
crude was only 14 per cent, but 
the production of the natural gaso- 
line increased it to 22 per cent.

The indictment grew out of the 
robbery of a registered mail pouch 
from the Anaheim  postoffice on 
December 27, 1923, and the theft 
of $25,000 in cash. The three de-

Charles R. Wheeler, former clerk 
in the Anaheim postoffice, and J.

Miss Gautheir is a French-Ca- 
nadian by birth, and she presents 
a program that is popularly called 
“Java to Jazz.” But that’s only 
the half of it. Or rather the 
opening and the closing numbers. 

Elsewhere she offers everything 
that a strictly conventional con- 
cert singer should, Only nothing 
that she represents is done in the 
conventional way. 

In the first place, she ought to 
We roundly cheered for bringing 
with her such an individual pian- 
ist as Arthur Bliss to accompany 
her numbers. Bliss, you know, is 
a composer, and writes a futuristic 
tune or two—if you can call them 
tunes—and has a musical skill in 
such things that is all his own. 

Several of his compositions were 
included in a group that Miss 
Gauthier gave. And what is more 
he is a rare and clever pianist. 

It’s all absolutely true about 

Miss Gauthier singing the jam 
numbers. Even “Carolina in the 
Morning,” by Walter Donaldson. 
was on the list. She said that she 
made no apologies for presenting 
them (though I feel that uncon- 
sciously she did.) but that they 
were representative of the most 
spontaneous music written in this 
country. And she’s undoubtedly 
right at that. 
The charm of Miss Gauthier’s 
work is that it is so absolutely in- 
telligent, and in the giving of some 
of the more exacting French num- 
bers, which seem to be most truly 
her style of songs, she showed the 
finest sort of artistry. “La Cheve- 
lure,” by Debussy, and “L/Hiver,” 
by Charles Koechlin, were mem- 
Ofably poetic. 

To each and every selection in 
whatever tongue, she brought a 
clear, enthusiastic and sometimes 
humorous, understanding and she 
did not hesitate to make plain the 
meaning of the song, either through 
reading the words in English or 
through a brief explanation. 

Veritably she takes one on 
tour of musical art galleries chant 
are filled with engaging picturial 
impressions, and though nothing 
that she sings is popularly fami- 
lar, everything, therefore, is for 
the musical adventurer doubly 
worth while.

“Stairway to Paradise,” the In- 
nocent Ingenue Baby,” a little gem, 
and Swanee“ — these last three by 
Gershwin. 

At the first sound of syncopation 
following the more finely wrought 
selections, you could not help feel- 
ing just a trifie resentful of their 
intrusion. But I must say in the 
Singer's behalf that she idealizes 
the popular numbers so much that 
they hardly sound like the ordi- 
nary sort of cabaret divertissement. 
And that’s not saying that I have 
anything against jazz either—in ita 
place. 

Miss Gauthier does as much to 
lift the jazz out of the slough, but 
all her efforts and those of the 
writers whom she quotes on the 
program, to prove that jazz is a 
good thing, will not convincé me 
that it can be absolutely done. 

At any rate these popular selec- 
tions serve to show her versatility 
and skill, and that is somethin 
splendid and worth observing —
